NE hundred and forty- 
nine miles from Durango, 
Colorado, out in the barren de- 
‘sert of Dry Valley, Utah, lies a 
woman’s body, unburied. Mrs, 
Edith Peshak is believed to have 
been dead since February 11, 
and strange reports have filter- 
ed in from the desert, where 
there is a colony of religious en- 
thusinsta in what they call the 
“Home of Truth.” To find out 
just what was going on in re- 
gard to the unburied body of this 
member of the cult, an Ameri- 
cnn Weekly correspondent made 
the diamal journey to Dry Valley 
and ealled on Mrs. Marie Ogden, 
the lender of the Home of Truth. 


The result was as strange a 


atory as has ever come from 
Utah, the State of picturesque 
ereeds and worship, There in 


the desert, the cult is awaiting 
the resurrection of the dead wo- 
man, whose body, strange as it 
may seem, shows no sign of 
decay. ; : 

The atrange case of Mra. 
Peshak was brought to public 
attention about three months 
after her passing, when the com- 
missioners of San Juan County, 
Utah, were requested by a daugh- 
ter of the deceased to investigate 
and ascertnin why Mrs. Peshak’s 
body had not been buried follow- 
ing death. Dr. I. W. Allen, of 
‘Moab, Utah, was asked by the 
commisstonera to examine the 
remains of Mrs. Peshak to as- 
certain if the body was in a 
sanitary condition, and to ‘report 
if burial should be made to pro- 
tect the health of other persons 
fn tho neighbourhood. 


Following a careful examinn- 
tion Dr. Allen stated that Mrs. 
Peshak undoubtedly had “been 
dead for a period of at lenst

In April, 1934, Mra. Peshak, 
accompanied ‘by her husband, 
Elmer Peshak, moved to Photo- 
graph’ Gap, Utah, to join the 
Home of Truth, said Mrs, Ogden. 
Mrs. Peshak had been suffering 
from a physical ailment that 
had been diagnosed as incurable, 
and hoped through her associa- 
tion and work in the Home of 
Truth to regain her health. 


_ The condition of Mrs. Peshak, 
mentally and physically, Mrs. 
Ogden stated, was such that she 
could not be cured until after 
death had apparently — taken 
place, and the physical being had 
reached the lowest stage of dis- 
integration possible, without the 
complete severance of the “silver 
cord" which connects the spiritu- 
al and physical bodies. 

On February 11, death, as .me- 
dical science terms it, occurred, 

and. Mrs. Peshak passed from 
this life. 

For months Mrs. Ogden had 
been receiving “spiritual” .mess- 
nges concerning the case of ‘Mrs. 
Peshak, she declared, and the 
decline had been just as she had 
oxpected. Although the point 
of life was so -low that 
even the most ‘skilled  doc- 
tors could: find no traco «of 
pulse or respiration, Mrs. Ogden 
romnined firm inthe ‘belief that 
the “silver cord’ had not been 
broken; she was convinced that 
through the help of © spiritual 
workers, which she designates 
as “Unseen * Friends,” Mrs. 
Peshak would bo brought back 
to the land of the Ilving.

juat as doctors prescribe treat- 
ment, for the sick,” Mrs, Ogden 
asserted, “and we gave the body 
of our. loved one the same care 
after her passing as we did when 
she was conscious in life with 
us. Her husband, two trained 
nurses and myaclf administered 
nourishment and cared. for the 
body from February 11 until 
June 11, just as we would have 
to any sick person, She was 
bathed daily.” ; 
_ Here Mrs. Ogden paused to 
glance over several newspaper 
_ clippings in which it was sug- 
gested that artificial methods 
had been used for preserving a 
life-like appearance of the dead 
woman's body. Then she looked 
--up and speaking slowly, to give 
emphasis to her denial, contin- 
ued. 

“The statements. published, 
that we gave the body salt baths, 
external and internal, until the 
flesh became ‘pickled’ are ‘entire- 
ly without foundation. We used 
no solution to preserve the flesh ; 
it was not necessary becnuse the 
‘silver cord of life’ had not been 
severed. : 

“t mow many persona are pro- 
nounced dead when the ‘silver 
life cord’ has not been broken, 
and they could -be restored to 
life, and some day scientists will 
learn this statement is truth.” 

“How long will It tako to bring 
Mra. Peshak back to life?” Mrs. 
Ogden was asked. In reply she 
said: : ” 

“TE cannot state how long it 
will take. I didnt think it 
would take as long as it has. 1 
have followed every word of in- 
atruction received from the ‘Un- 
aeen Workers’ and I know our 
loved one will be returned to 
life fully recovered. 

“Until Auguat 11, we continu- 
ed our first course of treatment, 
and then received instruction 
that the trentment should be 
changed, as the services of the 
two nurses would, no longer be 
needed. .At this time I cannot 
give ‘an analysis of the cise in 
such manner. that the’ genera! 
public would understand it; the 
preservation of the body: has 
been: due entirely to - spiritual 
force through the unseen friends 
who have worked just as phy- 
sicana do in physical life.
